FRANKLIN has been one of the more popular names 
for American ships. It is believed that nearly all were 
so named in honor of that remarkable statesman, scientist, 
man of letters and patriot, Benjamin Franklin. From 
Revolutionary War days to the present the seas and 
rivers have seldom been without at least one FRANKLIN 
under the American flag. 


Aside from the purely nationalistic gesture of naming z 
vessels after our early heroes, it is very appropriate that 
Benjamin Franklin has been honored so often in the 
light of his keen interest in nautical affairs. In the Con- 
tinental Congress in 1775 he voted to build the first 
naval fleet. He went to France as a representative of 
the United Colonies. There he helped obtain and outfit 
ships for cruising European waters against the British. 


Franklin was instrumental in negotiating the French 

Treaty of Alliance which brought aid in the form of 

Count D’Estaing’s powerful squadron of eleven ships of 

the line and six frigates. He made eight trips across the rs 

= Atlantic and spent considerable time aboard ship dis-

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SHIPS NAMED FRANKLIN 


Revolutionarv War FRANKLINs: 


FRANKLIN, schooner, 4 guns, of the Continental Navy -= A 60 ton schooner which 
was one of several borrowed from Massachusetts by Gentl,. Washington and fitted out 
to raid British supply ships, She was probably a Marblehead fisherman, Her dimen- 
sions are not known, She operated out of Bostone In October 1775 under command of 
Capte Je Selman with 60 men she sailed to intercept two brigantines said to be loaded 
with military stores, They failed to find the brigantines, but captured ten small 
vessels and took prisoners. All were later released as not being lawful prizes. 
Gen'l, Washington was not satisfied with the way this cruise was handled, Early in 
February under Capte Samuel Tucker in company with the LEE the FRANKLIN took a big 
brigantine and sent her into Gloucester, The FRANKLIN did her best work under com- 
mand of Lt. James Mugford of Marblehead. On May 17, 1776 off Boston and in plain 
sight of the British fleet she captured the supply ship HOPE, 6 guns and took her 

in to Boston with a cargo invaluable to Washington's army including 1500 bbls of 
powder, gun carriages, intrenching tools and other military stores, Two days later 
Mugford sailed again with 21 men in company with the LADY WASHINGTON, a small seven 
man privateer armed with swivels, blunderbusses and muskets, As they tried to slip 
out the Gut, they were attacked by thirteen armed boats from the British fleet manned 
by 100 men, During the action which followed the FRANKLIN sank two boats by gunfire 
and ran aground in the Gut. A desparate hand to hand fight took place as the crew of 
the FRANKLIN stood off boarders with muskets and pikese One man is said to have 
killed nine men with his pike, The British were finally beaten off with losses of 
sixty or seventy killed out of one hundred. Lt. Mugford was unfortunately killed by 
a musket ball. In August of 1776 under Capt. Skimmer the FRANKLIN captured the ship 
NELLY, the CHARMING POLLY, and a brig with valuable cargo and some Tories aboard, 
Later in 1776 she was returned to her owners, 


FRANKLIN, RoweGalley in the Pennsylvania State Navy -- By June of 1775 unrest on 
the Delaware had become so alarming to the merchants and citizens of Philadelphia 
that a Committee of Safety was formed and made responsible "for defending this Proe 
vince and the City in Particular against the attacks of Armed Vessels that may be 

sent to annoy them’, It was decided to fortify the river below the city and to build 
a number of Row-Galleys capable of mounting a heavy cannon in the bow and of light 
draft to negotiate the shallows of the Delaware. Several local shipbuilders were ask= 
ed to submit designs and if the design was approved to go ahead with construction, 

The Galleys, then, were not all the same. They were about 50 ft. long with 13 ft. 
beam and ; 1/2 ft. draft. They had some 16 oars to a side and two short masts with 
long yards for lateen sails, In all thirteen boats were built at a cost estimated at 
&550 per boat, The FRANKLIN was built by Emnanuel Eyre and launched from his yard in 
Kensington August 28, 1775, Nicholas Biddle was appointed as her Captain, She 
mounted one 2) pdr gun forward and had two swivels amidships, Her crew was supposed 
to total 50 men, but there was great difficulty in recruiting crews for two month 
hitches due to the demands of privateers who offered a much better split of prize 
money. Then too, living conditions were miserable for the galleymen, The FRANKLIN 
had been decked over and bulkheads divided her hold into three compartments = a tiny 
cubbyhole aft for the Captains next a slightly larger cabin for the Lieutenant and 
Warrant Officers, with the crew's quarters forward, Naturally there was no headroom 
in so shallow a boat. Wo muster list of the FRANKLIN has been found, but it is very 
doubtful that her full complement of 50 men was filled, Captain Biddle felt that the 
idea of waiting for the British to come up the river to attack the galleys was all 
wrong and because the galleys were too small and unseaworthy to go down into lower 
Delaware Bay, he resigned in December of 1775 to take command of the ANDREA DORIA, 
brig, of the Continental Navy. He was later killed when the RANDOLPH, frigate, blew 
up in action with HeBesM. YARMOUTH, 6, in the West Indies in 1778 The FRANKLIN 
probably took part with the other galleys in the engagement fought in the Delaware 

off Christiana Creek in May 1777, Later on in October the galleys played an heroic 
role in the unsuccessful defense of the river forts Mifflin and Mercer in several 
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days of bitter fighting off Red Bank. Some of the galleys were scuttled and burned 
by their crews as the British took Philadelphia, The FRANKLIN must have escaped up 


river as she was still in the Pennsylvania Navy in 1779 at which time it was suggest- 
ed that she be sold, 


BON HOMME RICHARD ~ This was the most famous of all the ships named in honor of 

‘ Benjamin Frankling She was an old French Last Indiaman named DUC DE DURAS, but un- 
fortunately her builder, dimensions and many other details are not known, At the 
time when John Paul Jones was in France having great difficulty in procuring a ship 

. for use in cruising European waters, Franklin was also there and rendered consider= 
able help to him in connection with her purchase and fitting out. Jones renamed the 
ship BON HOMME RICHARD, the French equivalent of "Poor Richard", which was Franklin's 

# pen name for his widely read "Poor Richard!s Almanac", The story of the BON HOME 
RICHARD's capture of the British frigate SERAPIS, Capt. Pearson on Sept. 23, 1779 
off Flamborough Head can be found in great detail in every naval history of the U.S. 
so it need not be discussed here, We can turn our attention to the privateers, 


FRANKLIN, brigantine, 200 tons, 18 guns, of Saleme Owned by the Cabots and Bar-= 
tholomew Putnam and later by the Derby groupe Dimensions unknown, In April 1778 she 
sailed on a privateering cruise under Capt. Thomas Connolly and 100 men, She cap-= 
tured the British privateer ENTERPRISE, shipy 22 guns, and sent her in for Salem, but 
lost her when she was recaptured by the HelleS, AMPHYTRITE en route. In Sept. 1778 

she cruised to the West Indies trade route under Capt. John Leach, Jre and 120 mene 
In November she captured a snow loaded with 300 quintals of fish and also a brig which 
mounted 16 guns and was loaded with English goods for Antigua, On the way home she 
captured another brig with 80 tons of butter, In April 1779 she went out again with 
Joseph Robinson in commana and 100 men aboard, This time she captured a ship and two 
brigantines (all over 100 tons) and also the British privateer TRUE BLUE, schooner 

of 10 gunse 


FRANKLIN, ship, 18 guns, of Saleme Owned by Nathan Goodale, the Cabots and Bar= 
tholomew Putnam, Dimensions unknown, She carried cighteen 6 pdr guns. On May 
28, 1781 she arrived in Salem under Capt. John Turner, Jr, and 100 men with mainmast 
disabled in a hO minute engagement with a large ship bound from Liverpool to New 
York, The FRANKLIN had 1 man killed and 1 wounded and the prize had 1 killed and 8 
wounded. In June of 1781 she was reported in en Eastern port under conmand of John 
A. Hallet of Boston and 1900 men returned from a cruise during which she had taken 
four prizes. In December of 1782 unother commission was issued te her, This time 
the Captain was Silas Devol, She went to the West Indies with 65 men aboard, At 
Martinico she fell in with four other Salem privateers, i fleet was formed consist- 
ing of the following in addition to the FRANKLIN: PORUS,; ship, 22 9 pdrs, Capt.eJohn 
Carnes and 118 mens PILGRIM, ship, 18 9 pdrs, Capte Je Robinson and 10 mens JUNIUS 
BRUTUS, ship, 20 6 pdrs, Capte Ne Brookhouse and 95 men and the HALKER, 16 6 pdrs, 
Capte Cane and 105 men, It was planned to take the island of Tortola in the Virgin 
Islands, Part of the plan was to land 200 men by small boats at night. Unfortunate- 
& ly the French pilot who claimed to know the coast ran the fleet 10 or 12 miles past 
° the port, so that they had to sail back in broad daylight. The element of surprise 
was lost completely. Several rich English merchantmen had escaped to sea, As there 
were rumors of English warships in the area, the fleet dispersed and the expedition 
. failed, The only prize was the recapture of on cx-Salem privatcer MACARONI, There 
is a strong possibility that this FRANKLIN is the same vessel as the FRANKLIN brig- 
antine mentioned just abcvee

Quasi War with France FRANKLINs: 


FRANKLIN, brig, Capt. Augustus Peck was captured by the French and sent in to 

Santo Domingo in 1796. ; 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, ship, Capt. Lloyd Jones, owned by Francis Breuil was employed 

in 1798 by the Consul General of the French Republic to transport French citizens 

and prisoners from Philadelphia to France under a flag of truce, ° 
FRANKLIN, sloopy 56.7 tons. This sloop was built at New Bedford in 1799. Her 

dimensions were 5!8"X1618"%7I1", On May 3, 1799 under Capt, John Howland she was 

released as a prize of war from Cap Francois, Santo Domingo. «€ 
FRANKLIN, brigantine of Wilmington, Dele, Capt. Morris, under charter to Phila- 

delphia merchants. She was captured in 1799 by the Spanish privatcer BUONAPARTE of 

11 guns. This privateer was nominally French, but of her 92 men, 88 were Spanishe 
FRANKLIN, brig of New York, Capte J. Watson, in April 1800 joined a convoy of 

vessels escorted by the UeSeS.MERRIMACK, Capt. Brown, bound for the U.S. 
FRANKLIN, ship; 20 guns, Capt. Shaw. This ship was sighted by the U.sS.S. ESSEX 

off Sumatra en route from the River Plate on May 2h, 1800. 
FRANKLIN, shipy Capte Thomas Oxnard, In 1800 while en route from St. Sebastian 

to Boston was captured by a Guernsey privateer and ordered to England, The Captain 

and three men overcame the prize crew and brought the ship to Boston, She was put up 

for sale in Boston on June 10, 1800. 


The Barbary War FRANKLINs: 
FRANKLIN, brig of Philadelphia, Capt. jndrew Morris and 9 mene On June 17, 1802 

she was captured by a Tripolitan Corsair off Cape Palos, The Corsair was described 

as a rowegalley with 3 lateen sails and having ) guns and 35 to 0 men, The FRANKLIN e 

was taken in to Algiers as a prize with the crew in chains and later moved to Biserta 

where she was sold to the Commercial Agent of the Dey. Five of the crew were re= 


leased as they were foreign subjects. Capt. Morris and the other four Americans were 
held and ransomed in October at an expense of $6,500, 


U.sSeSe FRANKLIN, brig, 8 guns, 155 tonse She was built at Philadelphia in 1795 as 
a merchant vessel, Her length was 72th" and her beam 22th", No other details are 
now known. She was purchased by the Navy at Trieste in April 1805 for & 928/)/6.She 
operated as a supply ship in the Mediterranean under Capi. Smith in 1805. In the 
fall of that year she sailed back to the States carrying as a passenger Wm. Eaton, 
the U.S. Consul at Tunis, In 1806 she made two cruises from Norfolk to New Orleans 
with men and supplies, After a short tour of duty on the New Orleans station she was 
sold out of the Navy. Ge We Allen, in his "Our Navy cand The Barbara Corsairs"says 
this about her, "mea—ae- from the fact she had once been owned by the Dey of Tunis, she 
was undoubtedly the same brig FRANKLIN of Philadelphia which had been captured by the 
Tri politans in 1802 and subsequently sold to the Commercial Agent of the Dey", 


War of 1812 Privateers: ; 
FRANKLIN, schooner, 5’9 tons == In July and December 1812 two privateer commissions 
were issued in the District of Norfolk and Portsmouth, Virginia, to the FRANKLIN, 
schooner armed with 2 carriage guns and 2 swivels, in command of Captains George ° 
Watson and Joseph Glenn respectively, The owners were Tristram Butler, William Sey- 
mour and others, Wo dimensions or other details have come to light. 
Newspaper reports dated in November and December 181) tell of the capture of the 
Privateer FRANKLIN (Sailing Master Helmsley, one long 9 pdr and two 6 pad carronades, 
35 men) by a British tender and 1) barges. The engagement was fought below Old Point 
Comfort in the lower Chesapeake, No one was killed.or wounded on either side, but 
the FRANKLIN put five shots through one of the barges. The American prisoners were 


soon exchanged, It seems impossible to learn now if this was the 59 ton FRANKLIN 
schooner mentioned just above, 
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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN of New York, Schooner, 8 guns, one long tom -= In August 1812 
this privateer returned to New York under Capt. Josiah Ingersoll and 120 men after a 
months cruise during which she captured 28 prisoners and seven British vessels, most 
of them armed and bound for England with lumber. One of her prizes was the LOUISA 
ANN, sloop, cut out of the harbor at Trinity, Martinique, by a small boat expedition 
of seven men. Another was the INDUSTRY, schooner, an American vessel loaded with 
pickled sclmon.e This schooner was taken near the Anglo-American coast to prevent her 
from giving information to some British warships of the BENJAMIN FRANKLIN's presence 


in those waters, The owners of the privateer returned the INDUSTRY to her owner, a 
"poor New York widow with a family", 


UeS.Se FRANKLIN, 7) gun Ship-of=the-Line 

This was the first vessel to be laid dow at the U.S. Navy Yard in Philadelphia, 
She was built in 1815 by Penrose and Humphreys under the supervision of Samuel Hum-= 
phreys at a cost of ‘83,149, and launched on Aug, 21, 1815, Her dimensions were 
187!10 3/4" length between perpendiculars, keel 155'0«3/8", moulded beam 50'2, depth 
in hold 19#9", draft 24!h", She was slightly altered during her building and after 
her launch, doubtless giving rise to some discrepancies as to several of her dimen- 
sions as given by various authorities. Her tonnage was 2,23. She carried 7,000 
gallons of water, 6 months provisions and 100 tons of ballast, Her sail area was 


255926209 sqe ft. She had 8 boats, In 1816 her crew consisted of 700 men and officers. 


It was reported that she sailed best when trimmed 16" by the stern, Her appearance 
was much admired both here and abroad; however, when loaded she carried her lower gun 
ports within feet of the water, for which she was criticized, Although she was 
built as a 74 gun ship, in 1817 she carried thirty long 32 pdrs of 55 ewt, thirty 
three long 32 pdrs of 50 ecwt and twenty four 32 pdr carronades, The plans of this 
vessel as well as her sparr dimensions appear in Chapelle's "Sailing Navy" where they 
can be examined in detail, 

The FRANKLIN sailed on her first cruise on Oct. 1), 1817 from Philedelphia for 
the Mediterranean, On this voyage she carried the Hon. Richard Rush, American Min= 
ister to England, and visited England en route to the Mediterranean where she served 
as the flagship of the Squadron, In 1820 she returned to New York to sail the next 
year to the Pacific as flagship until 162), The FRANKLIN was laid up in ordinary at 
New York for many years until 183 when she was sent to Boston as a receiving ships 
In 1852 she was taken to the Navy Yard at Portsmouth, NeHe Here she was surveyed by 
Naval Constructor D, Lenthall for repairs, However, the ship was found to be too 


rotten for that, so she was razed and broken up to be completely rebuilt as the 5 
gun frigate, FRANKLIN. 


U.eSeSe FRANKLIN steam screw frigate -- The new FRANKLIN was laid down at the Ports- 
mouth Navy Yard’?in 185, Work on the new FRANKLIN progressed very slowly as the 
money was earmarked for the repairing of the old FRANKLIN, 74, and came in small in- 
stallments, She was for a while housed over, but was completed during the Civil War 
and was launched on Sept. 17, 186). Her dimensions at this time were as follows: 
Tonnago 3,173, Length 265' x beam 53! 8" x draft 2!, displacement tonnage 5,170. 
Her frames were of seasoned live oak and her figurehead was a bust of Benjamin Frank= 
ling She was the largest vessel built at Portsmouth up to that time and cost $1,331, 
236935 A pair of back-acting engines were ordered in Nove 1863 from the Atlantic 
--Works, Bostong They had 68" diam, cylinders, 2" stroke, four vertical water tube 

boilers, 2 superheating boilers and a Sewell's condenser, The indicated horsepower 
of her engines was 2,065 giving her a speed of 10 knots. The two smoke pipes were 
telescopic to lower below the rail and her screw was detachable and hoistinge 

The new FRANKLIN was commissioned June 3, 1867 at Bostong Her armament at that 

time was one 11" Pivot gun, thirty four 9" Dahlgren guns and four 100 1b, rifles, The 
same month she sailed from New York as the flagship of Admiral Farragut on a cruise 
to Europe which ended in 1868, She continued as the flagship of the Européan Squadron 
until the latter part of 1871, when she was laid up in ordinary at Boston. On Dec, 
15,1873, recommissioned under Capt. Edward Simpson and attached to the North Atlantic 
Station. Four months later she stood to sea again to join the European Squadron and 
another tour of duty as flagship. In 1876 she returned to the Ue Se to serve as

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and pepper to Stephen White after having weathered a violent gale of wind in October, 
With Capt, John White of Salem she made a voyage to Cochin, China in 1819, and was 
attacked in May or June by Malay pirates off Banka Island, The pirates had 3 vessels 
and about 190 men. They were beaten off, but the FRANKLIN had to put into Minton to 
remount her gunse ‘She sailed up the Donnai River but did not get up to Saigon for 
lack of a permit to enter the country. After trying in vain to secure a pilot, Capt. 
White went ashore and conferred with the local chiefs and was told he must await word 
from the viceroy, Thus began a series of misadventures and delays accompanied by 
much ritual and bribery of petty officialdom, Finally White gave up in disgust and 
sailed away to Manila. In later years the FRANKLIN was reerigged as a bark and con- 
verted to a whaler, Between 1830 and 1833 she made four whaling voyages out of Ro= 
chestere In 1832 Capt. Priam C. Brock and his boat's crew were lost while fast to a 
whale.

FRANKLIN, schooner of Bridgeport, Conny, 132 56/95 tons, Built at Cherryfiecld,Me. 
in 1838 by Asa Dyers 77% X 2h! X 843", 

BEN FRANKLIN, keelboat, In 183 this vessel was a pioneer on the Columbia River 
in Oregon, She was rigged for sail and had a crew of Indians prepared to pull 
sweeps in case of calms or contrary windse She carried 15 to 20 passengers and a 
"fair" tonnage of cargo", The passenger fare was 50¢ in coin or $1,00 in currency 
for the 15 mile trip. between the Falls and Champoeg on the Willamette, 


FRANKLIN, shipy 1036 tons. Built at East Boston in 1859 by Paul Curtis, She had 
two decks. 178 X 36% X 24!8", She was owned by WeF.Weld & Co. On her Sailing Card 
Advertisement she is referred to as "The Suverior A 1 Clipper Ship" which does not 
seem to be justified by her record, Her career was not at all distinguished, although 
she came along too late for the so-called Golden Age of clipper ship speed. She is 
not to be found in any of the recognized lists of clippers. In 1862 her captain was 
Se Freeman, Jr, In 1870 the FRANKLIN sailed into Boston and was towed to Tudor!s Ice 
Wharf and was loaded with 1,212 tons of ice for shipment to Batavia. Four months 
later she arrived there and 800 tons of ice were "turned out", Did the rest melt? 

In addition to ice she carried oil and resin on the voyage. At othcr times she was 
known to have had rice and sugar as cargo, She was sold to Germany in 1885 and ree 
named HEINRICH AND TONIC with signal letters KNQV of Geestemude. Sold to Norway in 
1888, Signal letters JTOP of Christiania, She was wrecked in August of 1893.

18 guns, Copper bottom, This ship was owned by James Perkins, Thomas H, Perkins and 
James Dunlap of Boston, In Sept. 1798 she advertised for a voyage to Hamburg, how= 
ever, in December of that yeax she sailed under Capt. James Devereux to Batavia in 
130 days arriving in April of 1799, The retvrn cargo was to be coffee and lumber was 
taken for the tuilding of a coach=house on deck to house the officers so that even 
the cabin could be filled with coffee, At Batavia she was chartered by the Dutch 
East India Cos to take their annual cargo to and from Japane This ship has some- 
times been credited with being the first American owned ship to go in to Japanese 

This is an error as the ELIZA of New York preceded her the year before only to be 
wrecked on the return trip. The voyage of the FRANKLIN to Nagasaki was made under 
trying conditions of endless formalities and much firing of saluting cannon detailed 
accounts of which may be found in a number of bocks on Salem veyagese. Upon her re- 


turn to Boston in 1800 she was sold to New Bedford, after which she disappears from 
the registerse 


FRANKLIN, ship of Salem, 296 tons, Built at Salisbury in 1800, Owned by Joseph 
Peabody, Joseph White, Robert Stone and James Deverevx of Salem and Thomas Lander 
of Bostone This ship was built due to the successful voyage to Japan of the FRANKLIN 
of Boston mentioned above, and was expected to follow a similar line of trade.

The largest and mightiest of all the FRANKLINs is the aircraft carrier 
UseSeSe FRANKLIN (CV 13) of the ESSEX Classe She was built in 1943 by the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Drydock Co, at Newport News, Vae Her statistics as given 
by the Navy are: Standard displacement 27,1003; overall length 872110"; beam 93'; 
speed 30 plus knots; complement 2,500 plus men; armament twelve 5"/38 cal, dual 
purpose guns, 20 MM and 40 MM 4A batterics and over 80 planes. 


Commissioned in January 1944 she went to the Pacific to join the fleet. 
There she was almost constantly in action until October of 194) when a bomb hit 
forced her back to Bremerton for repairs. Some idea of the striking power of 
a modern carrier can be gathered by looking at the record of her planes (Air 
Group 13) on this cruise: destroyed or damaged at least 338 Japanese planes; 
sank 60 merchant ships totaling 155,000 tons; damaged another 66 merchant ships; 
sank 15 enemy warships totaling 57,950 tons and damaged 19 Others totaling 25,000 
tons. These planes flew 3,971 combat sorties, 


After repairs were completed the FRANKLIN went back to the war zone where 
a suicide plane attack only 60 miles off the Japanese coast started huge fires 
of gasoline and severe ammunition explosions which killed 743 of her crew before 
they could be got under, Only the most modern methods of damage control and the 
determination of the survivors saved the ship. At first under tow and latcr 
under her own power the FRANKLIN escaped the Japanese planes and came back to 
Hawaii and on through the Canal to Brooklyn Navy Yard for repairs which were 
not finished until after the ond of the war, She was put in "Mothballs" in 
1947 where she remains to present writing = August 1952,

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GENERAL ORDERS OF THE OLD NAVY -= from John Lyman 


I am sending copies of two General Orders of the Old Navy that have a parti- 
cular bearing on Victor Darnell's " Canvas Died Hard in the Navy" in the November 
issue. I have not found yet when these two orders were rescinded, but they were 
still in effect in the middle 1880's, as they are included in a book of orders in 
effect at that time, Sail certainly died hard, 


General Order ilo, 131, June 18th, 1869, 

It is very desireable that strict economy should prevail in the U.S,Naval Service 
with regard to the use of coal, This item is becoming a2 great expense to the govern- 
ment, and the Department considers that vessels which are provided with full saile 
power should not use thcir stcam except under the most urgent circumstances. 

Commanders of fleets, squadrons, and of vessels, are therefore directed to do all 
their cruising under sail alone, which will not only have the effect to economize 
coal and save expense, but will also instruct tle young officers of the Navy in the 
most important duties of their profession, 

The Department has ordered all vessels of the Navy to be fitted with full sail 
power, and squadrons will be supplicd with them as fast as they can be fitted at the 
different yards. When this is accomplished, the Department can see no reason why our 
vessels can not do all their cruising under sail; and officers who fail to economize 
in this respect will be closely questioned with regard to their reasons for such 
failure. It is not expected that the vessels now abroad, having no sail power, can 
get along without stcam, but sail must be used under all circumstances where it can 
be done to the greatest advantage, 

Regulations soon to be issued, will determine the number of times it will be dee 
sireable to get up steam for the purpose of turning the cnginese 

Commanders of fleets and squadrons will make a special report to the Department 
whenever steam is so raised, or, if it is not donc, will state the reason why, They 
will also make a special report to the Department of any extraordinary occasion when 
steam has been raised on board the vessels under their command, They will state the 
number of hovrs! steaming from the time the fires were lightcd until they were hauled, 
the number of tons of coal consumed and the distance run, state and direction of the 
wind, and what sail, if any, was set, 

Commanders are not to make dispatch an cxcuse for using coal exccpt under the most 
urgent circumstances. 

They mst not be surprised, if they fail to carry out the spirit of this order, 
if the coal consumed is charged to their account. A. E. Boric, Sceretary of the

General Order Noe 126 -= June 11, 1869 

Hereafter all vessels of the navy will be fittcd with full-sail power, The exe 
ceptions to this will be the tugs and despatch boats not fitted with sails, Com= 
manders of squadrons will direct that constant exercise shall take place with sails 
and sparse A. E. Boric = Secretary of the Navy.

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PLAN OF A SUPPOSED FRENCH EAST INDIAMAN, PRE-REVOLUTIONARY PERIOD 
by Howard I, Chapelle 


The plan shown here was traced from one of three drawings of French ships that are 
in the Griffith's Collection, U. Se National Museum, Griffiths obtained these draw-~ 
ings from Smith & Dimon, the noted New York builders of packet ships. No informa- 
tion has been found yet as to how Smith & Dimon obtained the plang, From detail of 
the plans it seems quite apparent that they are of pre-Revolutionary date = I would 
suppose about 1755 or even a little earlier judging from Admiralty plans. 


One of the plans, and the one shown here, was of particular interest to me as she 
approaches what I believe might be the type of John Paul Jones! BON HOMME RICHARD. 
r J We have too little in the way of description to be sure what the BON HOMME RICHARD 
was really likcs she was apparently an old East Indiaman about 20 years old when Jones 
got possession of her, and was thoroughly rotten, She was armed with 2 guns, This 
indicates she must have been one of the large ships of her class, say about 145-150 
feet long on the gun-deck. The ship shown here could be so armed & say 3 ports a 
side were cut in the lower deck to take 6 long 18 pdrs. This could be done, assuming 
the ship would float a little above her load waterline indicated in the plan, I think 
this is possible since, as a cruiser, she carried less weight than as an Indiaman with 
full cargo, Next there are 26 ports on the main deck, and with two in the beakhead 
bulkhead as chasers, this would give her 23 ports for that mumber of long 12 pdrse3 
3 ports a side on the quarter deck and 1 port a side on the forecastle would allow 8 


long 9 pdrs. to be fitted = total 42 guns of the reported armament of the BON HOMME 
RICHARD. 


= 


The plan is by no means complete; the knightheads, quarter galleries and transom 

are not shown as was usually the case with plans of this period drawn before a ship 
was built. So it can be said that the plan is a builder's design for a new ship, 

* not a takeeoff, The rudder, the hawse and the sweepedow of the deck in the wake of 
the hawse are reconstructions by me based on the very complete plan of the ex-French 
East Indiaman taken into the R.N. as the BOULOGNE, purchased for "his Majesty's Sere 
vice" 5 April 1762, This prize ship was 133! 8" leng on the lower deck, 33! beam and 
about 658 tons burthen. She has 10 ports a side on the gun-deck, It will be seen 
that the BOULOGNE must have been a much smaller ship than the BON HOMME RICHARD @ and 
I think she was nearly new when taken into the RN. in 1762. 


The BOULOGNE and the Griffiths! plan certainly indicate thet the vessels were not 
tubs and were capable of fast sailinge Anyone interested in the plan shown should 
note that it is necessary to project the sheer and deck lines from the body=plan to 
the half-breadth plan; any attempt to build a model from this drawing is going to 

require a lot of reconstructions; still a good half model could be built. The transom 
would have to be guess=work and so would the quartergelleries. Most of the Indiamen 
appear to have had a large port in the round tuck, beneath the crosseseam = called a 


raft port » for handling timber. This port was caulked on going to sea, These ships 
carried their boats man-of-war fashions 


Finally = I do not say that the plan show here is "just like" the BON HOMME RICHARD 
plan and Jones! ship is purely cpeculative, I definitely advise no one to "recon= 

struct" BON HOMIE RICHARD on this ships; but I will go so far as to say this plan is 
probably closer than any other plan I know of or that is available, for modelers, 

Thus the matter is for general discussion, not for reconstruction data,

Jcrscye Can somcone give me the appearance of the house flag of the New York firm 
of Barclay & Livingston, for whom William Webb built the clipper SWORDFISH in 1851? 
Query No, 226 =a prospective member, Please send answers to the Scerctary for 
benefit of all, I am witing you at the suggestion of Ernest Dodge of the "American 
Neptunc" = I am still searching for the correct answer to the question: How was a 
knot divided? In the slow sailing days before the clipper ships, and before longi- 
tude could be computed (Captain Cook was the first man to use a watch for that pure 
pose) the fractions of a knot were very important. Last summer in Europe I visited
